The Kameneff Plot. 


The story of the Russian jewels, revealed 
by an official statement issued from Down- 
ing street last night, contains all the 
elements of a plot by William Le Queux. 
On Angust 19th a series of “ wirelers ” 
messages between MM. Litvinoff and 
Tekitcherin, of the Soviet Government, 
was published in the British Press. These 
messages, intercepted by the British 
Government, suggested quite clearly that 
the Enghsh Labour ‘organ, the Daily 
Herald, was in negotiation with the Bol- 
sheviks in regard to an offered “ subsidy ” 
and a supply of paper from Russia. On 
the next day Mr. George Lansbury, editor 
of the Daily Herald, published an in- 
dignant denial of the implied charge made 
by the Government that his paper was 
subsidised by Soviet Russia. '“We have 
received no Bolshevist money, no Bol- 
shevist paper, and no Chinese bonds:”’ 
Three weeks elapsed. On last Friday the 
Daily Herald announced that an offer of 
money had been made. by the Bolsheviks 
to Mr. Francis Meynell, a director of that 
newspaper. This money, it was stated, 
amounted to £75,000, and had been col- 
lected gradually by Mr. Meynell “ to be 
held in trust for the Third International, 
and to be offered to the Deily Herald it 
the need arose.” Mr, Lansbury took. his 
readers into his confidence. The paper 
needed the money, but could not accept 
it without their consent. He asked them, 
therefore, to advise him on th matter, 
adding that acceptance of the offer would 
“complete a notable episode in inter- 
national socialism,” and that rejection 
would compel him to raise the. price of 
the Daily Herald to twopence forthwith. 
On the same afternoon MM. Krassin and 
Kameneff visited Mr. Lloyd George at 
Downing street, where they were treated 
to some outspoken comment by the 
Premier. He told them that, until further 
information was forthcoming, all political 
negotiations bétween Russia and Great 
Britain must cease. On Saturday M. 
Kameneff left for Moscow. Before his de. 
parture he addressed a letter to several 
members of Parliament denying vigorously 
the charges brought against him by .Mr. 
Lloyd George, of which the chief were that 
he had participated in the sale of Russian 
jewels in this country, and that he had 
tried te subsidise the Daily Herald. .

.. Once again the American exchange rate 
is giving business men cause for ankiety. 
A week ago the quotation on New York 
was 3.55 dollars to the £ sterling, which 
consequently was worth 14s. 7d. For the 
past few days the rate has hovered in the 
vicinity -of 3.46 dollars; in other words, 
the value of the £ sterling has fallen to 
14s. 2d. The immediate cause of this 
decline is the danger of a coal strike in 
Great Britain. “When the outlook became 
‘serious cowntries like France and Italy, 
virtually dependent on Gréat Britain 
for coal, began to fear that their supplies. 
from our coalfields would cease. They 
recognised that, in the event of a strike, 
they would be compeiled to buy coal from 
the United States, and consequently 
started to buy up American exchange 
through London. This sudden increase in 
the demand for dollars raised their price 
automatically, and lowered the value of 
the £ sterling. The effects of the move- 
ment in exchange already are making them- 
selves felt in ‘this country. The Food Con- 
troller has approved a revision of ‘the 
marimum wholesale prices for imported 
bacon and hams; as the fall in the value 
of the £ has necessitated an immediate 
increase. Thus, by their mere threat of 
a strike, the miners have succeeded in 
raising the cost of living. So long 
as. British Labour persists in keeping in- 
dustry and commerce in a state of un- 
certainty the value of the £ sterling in 
America will remain at a low level.

The services on the trunk lines will be 
considerably altered, for arrangemegts 
have been made between the (Great 
Western, London and North-Western, 
Midland, Great Central, and Great 
Northern, ‘to prevent duplication on the 
direct north routes between the Great 
Northern and Great Eastern for East 
Coast services, the L.S.W. and Great 
Western for western services, with other 
similar economising arrangements. As 
regards the thousands of railwaymen of 
all grades who must be affected, right 
down to those who maintain the per- 
manent way, short time will be worked to 
distribute the duties, so that the majapity 
will: be employed part of the week, but 
whether the employés can claim a full 
week's wages under the circumstances re- 
mains to be considered, Trains carrying 
foodstuffs figure prominently in the list of 
those to which precedence will be given. 

The condition of the Lord Mayor of 
Cork was, virtually unchanged - to-day, 
though his relatives were of opinion that 
his condition has become more serious. 
The long continuance of the fast is giving 
rise to much comment among all classes, 
though no doubt is thrown on the bona 
fides of either the Lord Mayor or the 
prison authorities. Quite apart from ‘any 
logical or political reasons, most people 
would be glad to see the Lord Mayor 
either free or taking food. 

When Parliament meets it is understood 
that the Government will lose no time in 
bringing the Home Rule Bill forward, 
and it is likely that it will be the first 
business to be taken. When it becomes 
law it probably will be put into operation 
in Ulster at once, and that province will 
then be in a position to set up its own 
Parliament and Judiciary. 

Harlesden, a suburb of North-Western 
London, had a strange experience to-day, 
when a man, describing himself as a Bol- 
shevist leader, accompanied by a number 
of. men, took forcible possession of the 
local Labour Exchange. Business was sus- 
pended while the Bolshevik set up a port- 
able pulpit and proceeded to harangue his 
followers in the largest room of the build- 
ing. A large body of police arrived shortly 
afterwards, and turned out the intruders 
with ease. The Bolshevik thereupon led 
his men to his headquarters, the residence 
of a man recently sent to prison for trying 
to spread sedition among the Guards. The 
next step in this business will be looked 
for with interest. 

The Daily Herald has decided not to 
accept the offer of the Bolsheviks to give 
it £75,000 ; but, judging by the revelations 
made to-day about the money, it is likely 
that more will be heard of the way it was 
raised. Last month some curious trans- 
actions were recorded, and traced to people 
in close connection with the Herald and 
its directorate, and this at a time when 
it was being explicitly stated that no 
money was being received from Bolshevist 
sources. Now a sam of £9,000 has been 
definitely traced as coming from the sale 
of Russian jewels, and all the le 
handling the money are known ee 
Edgar Lansbury, son of Mr Lansbu á 
the Daily Herald, when seen this site.

ADDRESS BY SIR JAMES 


CRICHTON BROWNE. 


The thirty-third annual conference of the 
Sanitary Inspectors’ Association opened yeater- 
day in the Pavilion, Margate. There was a 
large gathering of members, under the Presi- 
‘dency of Sir James Crichton Browne, who were 
heartily welcomed by the Mayor of Margate. 
An interesting guest at the conference was His 
Highness the Maharajah Rana of Jhalawar, an 
Indian prince of scientific tastes and astain- 
ments. 

Sir .James Crichton Browne, in the Presr 
dential address, dwelt at length on the sub- 
ject of tuberculosis and the means of combat- 
ing the disease. The whole country, he said, 
was confronted with the housing problem, the 
most urgent and diffieult sanitary problem of 
the hour. In spite of all obstacles, and the 
| mistaken relnetance of the building trades to

—: Are they prepared to make all this a 
reality by. unequivocally pledging themselves to 
stand or fall by the reception given to that bill 
by the two Houses of Parliament? 

“T find it hard, indeed, to suppose that any- 
one in his senses will regard it as at all likely 
that, just now at least, any one of those three 
questions will be answered in the affirmative by 
the Prime Minister himself or by anyone 
authoria:d to speak for the Ministry.
